Perhaps the four most important propositions to be voted 
on at the election in California next Tuesday, Nov. 8, are Nos. 
1, 18, 20 and 25. ‘They are known respectively as Labor initia- 
tive, the Garrison bond act, Single Tax and $30 Every Thurs- 





Proposition No. 1 Would prohibit: Interferenee with the 
free use of highways and wharves; mass picketing; picketing 
by outsiders not a party to the controversy; eoercion and in- 
timidation of employes; secondary boycotts—sueh as a_ boy- 
cott against one person to compel him to boycott another per- 
son With whom he has no quarrel; ‘‘hot eargo,’’ a practice by 
which one union compels all union men—regardless of agree- 
ments, or satisfaction with their own working eonditions—to 
handle any commodity which the first union declares ‘‘un- 
fair’’; sit-down strikes which involve illegal seizure of prop- 
erty and which, if permitted, would lead to anarehy. 

The act would not prevent the right of labor to bargain col- 

many members of labor unions who do 
not approve the present strong arm methods of labor leaders 
such as Harry Bridges and others any more than does the gen- 
eral public.

Proposition No. 12 would permit formation of public utility bag of teal blue silk crepe and 


districts and issuance of bonds to finance them on a bare ma- 
jority vote instead of a two-thirds vote—which is now the case 
in practically all bond elections in California. This is merely 
an attempt to evade the sound safeguard that requires a two- 
thirds majority vote on publie bond issues. While the prop- 
osition would permit the creation by any or all of the 5000 
and more political subdivisions in California of public utility 
districts to act as lighting districts, water distriets, water 
supply districts, and others, it is pointed out that establish- 
ment of the nineteen different kinds of revenue bond projects 
are not necessary, as the present law provides for such proj- 
ects. It is the two-thirds majority that the promoters seek 
to evade by substituting in this act a simple majority vote. It 
is almost inconceivable that anyone should desire to make it 
any easier for the state/or its subdivisions to go into debt— 
we certainly have plenty of debt and plenty of public proj- 
ects now under way. - California’s publie debt today—inelud- 
ing our 6 per cent of the federal debt—aggregates $3,661,000,- 
000. And this state’s share of this great public debt was as- 
sumed almost entirely under the two-thirds majority rule. 
No. 13 should be defeated. 

It would seem that when a proposition had been defeated 
by the voters of a state as many times as has the single tax in 
California—there should be some method of keeping it off the 
ballot in future elections. But it has bobbed up again this 
year—for the seventh or eighth time, we velieve. In pointing 
out some of the many detrimenttal effects of stich an act Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome Kavanaugh of San Bernardino county 
says that although land taxes now amounting to but 25 ner 
cent of our total tax bill are burdensome to the majority of 
people, if the single tax were adopted at the November elec- 
tion property owners would be paying 75 per cent of the entire 
bill, and continues: 

‘* Just a brief examination of this single tax theory proves 
the viciousness of it, 974 the dire result that would happen to 
the people of the state of California, and especially to prop- 
erty owners, should this constitutional amendment be adopted. 

“During the last five years there has been a great percent- 
age of delinquent taxes. The delinquency of the past would 
be insignificant with the delinqueney of the future should the 
tax on real property be increased three fold. 

‘During the depression our school system has been main- 
tained only because of the ‘sales tax.’ This proposition No. 
20, called ‘single tax’, includes the repeal of the ‘sales tax.’ 
Obviously, a repeal of the ‘sales tax’ and the loading of 75 
per cent of our tax bill upon the owners of land—not the im- 
provements on land—would jeopardize the entire public finane- 
ial structure. There would be insufficient public income to 
maintain old age pensions, relief for the needy would neces- 
sarily be abandoned, our publie institutions, such as schools, 
hospitals, asylums and all such institutions maintained for the 
thousands of helpless individuals whom we are now support- 
ing, would all close, or their operations would be materially 
curtailed because of lack of funds to sustain them.”’
